In a year of greatest economic 
distress in the nation’s history, in 
which the Red Cross ably discharged 
a relief task in distributing flour and 
clothing to distressed families in all 
but six of the nation’s 3,09 8 counties, 
(lie organization also was called into 
action in 120 disasters, of which 9G 
were within the borders of the 
United States. 
Earthquak e, 
floods, 
hurricanes, 
fires and other cataclysms visited 
death and destruction upon the lives 
and homes of thousands of people. 
Red Cross statistics showed that in 
the 120 disaster« almost a thousand 
lives were lost, 14.8,.’540 homes were 
destroyed or damaged.

NVEILING of another m onu ­ 
m ent—b y Alab ama this time 
—on the

The G ettysb u rg b attlefield is the 
f Largest and b est developed of ou r 
m ilitary national m onu m ents.

fields, hills, ridges and ravines are 
stu ddied with m onu m ents erected 
b y states, cities, organizations and 
individu als to com m em orate hero­ 
es in b lu e and grey 
who 
fou ght 
and who fell there. 
A lab am a 
did

m onu m ent

revive alm ost forgotten issu es 
or 
keep alive the spirit 
of 
military 
conqu est. N or is tha t the pu rpose 
of the other b attlefield stones and 
statu es. 
W ashington has preserved

b attlefields A s nearly as possib le 
in their w artim e State as memor­ 
ials to the soldier dead rather than 
as m onu m ents to war. The millions 
w'ho m ake pilgrim ages to them in

Stephen J. Maher, internationally known authority on tuberculosis, re- 
cently described to a gathering of physicians at Shelton, Conn., how he 
had developed a method of transmuting tuberculosis germs into harmless 
bacteria, thus opening a new path towards a possible specific cure for the 
dreaded "White Scourge." While warning against premature optimism, 
Dr. Maher believes that his discovery may prove the starting point for 
scientists the world over to make a new, intensive attack on the scourge. 
Dr. Maher, who has specialized in tuberculosis since 1900, received the 
Laetare Medal from Notre Dame University two years ago for his work 
in that field-

1 advised that the child, as well as 


the father, be carefully examined and 
every effort be made to determine 
tlie exact nature of their coughs. The 
possibility of asthma or lung tuber- 
culosis must never be overlooked 
with a history like this. 


Heed Nature's Warnings 


Persistent cough, loss of weight, 


night sweats, and general rundown 
condition, are signs that must be 
het'ded. 
They usually Indicate In- 


flammation of the larynx or wind- 
pipe. 


Croup is not so common as it used 


to be. but it sometimes afflicts chil- 
dren between the ages of two and 
five. Some children seem to be more 
susceptible to it than others. 
As a 


rule the affliction follows exposure to 
coki and dampness and is usually as 
sorkited with adenoids or enlarged 
tonsils. 


Repeated attacks of croup should 


never be neglected. 
Every 
effort 


should be made to Improve the health 
of the ehild's brenthing apparatus. 


An acute attack of croup is alarm- 


ing and frightens the mother who 


has never seen .'this affliction. 
The 


child may comp(ain of hoarseness uncl 
nasal discharge for a few hours. 
Some time during the mtjli: he is

by

burking, 
urgent 


cough. The cough ini'ri'uses lu sever- 
ity. 
The attack may be so severe as 


to cause the child to have great diffi- 
culty In breathing. 


In Case of Croup 


it is always advisable to cull a phy- 


sician and, while waiting tor him io 
arrive, several things may be done 
to give relief. First, place the child 
in a hot bath and keep him there for 
trom fifteen to twenty minutes. Then 
cover him well with blankets and 
await the arrival of the doctor. 


If you have a "croup kettle" In 


your house, this may be called Into 
service. The steam is conducted into 
a tent made of a sheet over the bed. 
This diminishes Hie spasms and re- 
lieves the difficulty in breathing. 


Do not neglect any of the ailments 


of childhood and, above 'ill. respect 
and heed all of nature's warnings. 
Persistent cough, hoarseness, and 
other lung symptoms require expert 
medical attention and should never 
be neglected. 


In many cases it Is advisable to 


resort to an X-ray picture and other 
laboratory tests to determine accu- 
rately what is wrong. 
Your physi- 


cian will advise these measures if 
they are necessary.

The greatest task ever undertaken 


by a relief agency in the history of 
private charity is drawing to a close 
with tl>e final distribution of cotton 
clothing to more than live million 
families by the American Red Cross. 
' 


At the direction ot the Cosigivss. 


beginning eighteen months ago, the 
Red C'rccss undertook to convert the 
wheat and cotton surpluses of tlie 
Farm Hoard into food and clothing 
for the unemployed and needy. In the 
consequent operation, this 
relief 


agency entered upon a commercial 
enterprise greater tlian any single 
commercial firm has ever under- 
taken in the same period of time. 


In the ensuing months the Red 


Cross converted 85,000,000 bushels 
of wheat into flour and bread and 
gave it to 5,803,000 families. 
The 


distribution was through 3,700 lied 
Cross chapters and hundreds of 
other charitable agencies. During 
the severe north western drought of. 
?.M1 the Red Cross also save wheat 
in the form of food for livestock to 
Is-J.ISS families. 


The clothing—dresses, underwear, 


overalls, jumpers, sweaters and 
stockings for men, women and chil- 
dren, iml even blankets and com- 
forters—was distributed to 5.4G5.-110 
families. More than 54,000,000 ready- 
made garments and 92,000,000 yards 
at cotton cloth were given to the 
needy. This clothing came from S44.- 
000 bales of cotton. 


The wheat distribution was con- 


cluded in June, 1933, and final dis- 
tribution of cotton clothing is occur- 
ring in the fall months. 


In handling these tasks voted to 


it by Congress, the Red Cross will 
expend from its own treasury $735, 
000. 
At the same time the organira 


tioa carried on its regular program 
of disaster relief; of service to thr 
veterans of all our wars; of educa 
tional and welfare work through the 
Junior Red Cross; of health educu 
tioti and public health nursing and 
of life saving and first aid. Funds 
[or this work come from the mem 
hcrahip roll call the Red Cross chan- 
ters conduct from Amislice Day to 
Thanksgiving Day, when every one 
is invited to join the Red Cross and 
aid in this vital relief work.

William Christian Bullitt, first Uviited States Ambassador to Soviet 
Russia, was born 42 years ago in Philadelphia, the grandson of John 
Christian Bullitt, who wrote the charter under which that city was gov- 
erned from 1885 to 1920. After being graduated from Yale in 1912, he 
attended Harvard Law School for a year, but instead of following a legal 
career became a Washington newspaper correspondent. He entered the 
State Department as an attache in 1917, and was a member of the peace 
delegation in 1918-19. Bullitt long has been an advocate of recognition 
of the Soviet. As far back as 1919 he conferred with Nickolai Lenin in 
Moscow, after which he came home and recommended that tha U. S. 
resume diplomatic relations. He speaks Russian fluently and played a 
prominent pa,rt in the recognition negotiations between President Roose- 
velt and Commissar Litvinoff.
